Preamble: 

As per the recommendations of the National Working Group on Urban transport for the 11 th Plan 
and the guidelines of the National Urban Transportation Policy, the Government of Karnataka in its 
Government Order read at (1), has created the State Directorate of Urban Land Transport (DULT) under 
the Urban Development Department. The key objective of the DULT is to ensure integration and 
co-ordination of land-use planning and development of transport related infrastructure in urban areas.. 

The functions of DULT has been defined in G.O. read at (2) with jurisdictions of seven Municipal 
Corporations in the State, viz., Bangalore, Mysore, Mangalore, Hubli-Dharwar, Belgaum Gulbarga and 
Bellary. Accordingly, one of the key functions is to take up Comprehensive Traffic and Transportation 
Studies (CTTS) for six cities, excluding Bangalore. Thus the need for integrating land-use planning and 
transportation is seen as a major thrust and challenge for the DULT. 

The team under the Commissioner, DULT is required to address the above mentioned critical 
areas on priority. It is noted that addressing these tasks and challenges requires the active role of 
specialists with multidisciplinary approaches. The specialists should have and understanding of the 
planning, technology for planning, land use changes, planning with focus on mobility related aspects and 
capacity building competencies. 

To fill up the vacant posts of Transport Planner in DULT on contract basis, the DULT has called 
for applications from the eligible Engineers by Newspaper, Vijaya Karnataka. The advertisement 
appeared in the Paper on 31-07-2009. In response to this advertisement 14 candidates have submitted 
their applications and only 10 candidates appeared for the interview held by DULT. Out of 10 only 3 
candidates found eligible for the post of Transport Planner and 2 candidates for the post of Traffic 
Engineer. 

DULT has proposed to take the one Transport Planner and one Traffic Engineer on contract 
basis at a monthly consolidated lumpsum payment of Rs.25.000/- for Transport Planner and Rs.20.000/- 
per month for Traffic Engineer. 

Now, Sri Mohammed Khalander Khan, Transport Planner, expressed his willingness to work in 
DULT with the above consolidated payment of Rs.25.000/- per month. Hence the following Order. 

Government Order No. UDD 408 BMR 2009 Bangalore, Dated 24 th December 2009 

Government are pleased to accord sanction for utilizing the services of Sri Mohammed 
Khalander Khan as Transport Planner in DULT on contract basis with a consolidated lumpsum payment 
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of Rs.25.000 per month, under the sanctioned post of Transport Planner, initially for a period of one year 
with the following conditions. 

1. The candidate shall furnish a bond with undertaking to serve DULT for a minimum period of 
one year. 

2. In case of leaving DULT service before one year, he should bring to the notice of the 
Commissioner, DULT at least one month earlier. 

3. The services of the Transport Planner will be utilized in the following areas: 

a) Preparation of Comprehensive Traffic and Transportation Study for 6 city corporations. 

b) Preparation of Comprehensive Traffic and Transportation Study for 2 tier cities. 

c) Non motorized transport policy and EC Bike. 

d) Parking Policy and Pedestrian Policy for cities other than Bangalore. 

e) Any other works assigned by the Commissioner, DULT

The Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Bangalore vide his letter dated : 09-01-2006 read at 
(1) above has submitted the proposal to obtain the approval of Government of India under Section 2 of 
the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 for diversion of 5.926 ha. of forest land in Sirsi Division, Uttara 
Kannada District for the purpose of road widening from Yellapur to Sirsi in favour of Executive Engineer, 
Karnataka State Highway Improvement Project Division, Yellapur subject to certain conditions. 

Accordingly the proposal was recommended to Government of India vide State Government 
letter dated : 07-02-2006 read at (2) above. 

The Government of India, Ministry of Environment and Forests, Regional Office, Bangalore vide 
their letter dated 07-01-2008 read at (3) above has given its approval in Principle (Stage-1) for diversion 
of 5.926 ha. Of forest land in Sirsi Division, Uttara Kannada District for the purpose of road widening from 
Yellapur to Sirsi in favour of Executive Engineer, Karnataka State Highway Improvement Project Division, 
Yellapur subject to fulfilment of certain conditions and the same was communicated to the Principal Chief 
Conservator of Forests, Bangalore for compliance. 

The Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Bangalore vide his letter dated 02-06-2008 furnished 
the compliance report read at (4) above and the same has been sent to Government of India vide State 
Government letter dated : 06-10-2008 read at (5) above. 

Government of India Ministry of Environment and Forests, Regional Office, South Zone, 
Bangalore vide their letter dated 18-11-2009 read at (6) above has conveyed its approval (Stage-11) under 
Section 2 of the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 for diversion of 5.926 ha. of forest land in Sirsi Division, 
Uttara Kannada District for the purpose of road widening from Yellapur to Sirsi in favour of Executive 
Engineer, Karnataka State Highway Improvement Project Division, Yellapur subject to certain conditions. 

The proposal has been examined in detail and hence the order. 

Government Order No. FEE 197 FLL 2009, Bangalore, Dated : 16 th January 2010 

In the circumstances explained in the preamble above, Government are pleased to accord 
sanction under Section 2 of the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 for diversion of 5.926 ha. of forest land 
in Sirsi Division, Uttara Kannada District for the purpose of road widening from Yellapur to Sirsi in favour 
of Executive Engineer, Karnataka State Highway Improvement Project Division, Yellapur subject to the 
following conditions. 

1. The legal Status of the forest land shall remain unchanged. 

2. The Compensatory afforestation shall be raised over double the extent (11.852 ha) of 
degraded forest land at the cost of user agency. 

3. Avenue plantation shall be raised on either side of the road at the cost of user agency. 

4. The additional amount of the Net Present Value (NPV) of the diverted forest land, 
if any, due as per the orders of the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India dated : 28-03-2008 and 
09-05-2008 in IA Nos. 826 in 566 with related lA’s in Writ Petition (Civil) No. 202/1995 shall 
be realised from the user agency and transferred to Ad-hoc CAMPA in account number 
CA-1582 of Corporation Bank, Block-ll, CGO Complex, Phase-1, Lodhi Road, 
NewDelhi-110 003. 

5. The total forest area utilised for the project shall not exceed 5.926 ha. and it shall be used 
only for the purpose for which it is diverted. In case the land is not used for the stipulated 
purpose within 5 years or; when it is no longer needed for the said purpose, then the area 
will be resumed by the Forest Department. 

6 . The lease is in perpetual basis. 

7. If the land is not required for the purpose for which it is granted the same should be 
resumed back to the Forest Department by the Deputy Conservator of Forests under 
section 82 of the Karnataka Forest Act 1963. 
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The user agency has to pay the lease rent as fixed by the Government at the time of 
sanction and any subsequent orders in this regard. 

Karnataka Forest Act 1963 and Rules 1969 will be applicable for any violation. 

Only minimum number of trees shall be cut based on actual requirement of the project. 

The user agency shall pay the extraction and transportation charges of trees estimated by 
the Deputy Conservator of Forests from the proposed land. 

The user agency shall pay the cost of raising compensatory afforestation over an extent of 
11.582 ha. of degraded forest land at the rate prevailing at the time of sanction (at present it 
is Rs. 84,000-00 per ha.) 

The user agency shall pay the Net Present Value (NPV) as per the Govt. Notification No. 
FEE 247 FGL 2002 dated 17-01-2004 at Rs. 5.80 lakhs to Rs. 9.20 lakhs per ha. depending 
upon the quantity and density of the land as determined by Deputy Conservator of Forests, 
Sirsi. 

The Project Authorities should pay cost of soil erosion controlling structures to be 
constructed within the forest area all along the road. 

The shoulder drains should be suitably covered with stone pitching in order to control soil 
erosion. 

Fire for melting of coal tar and mixing shall be lit at a safe distance from the 
trees/vegetation, which shall be decided by the concerned Divisional Forest Officer. For 
such constructions, it is better to avoid dry/hot windy seasons. For this purpose, fuel-wood 
shall be purchased by the implementing agency in advance from the depot of State Forest 
Development Corporation. 

No crushing/breaking of stones shall be allowed inside forest areas. Readymade materials 
shall be used for up-gradation of such roads. 

Both sides of the upgraded roads shall be reinforced with brick/stone works and vegetative 
measures to check soil erosion, at the project cost in consultation with the Divisional Forest 
Officer. 

Plantation activities, if the concerned Divisional Forest Officer finds it necessary shall be 
taken up along the road at the project cost immediately. The plantation shall be maintained 
at the project cost. 

No labour camp shall be established on the forest lands. 

No work shall be allowed after sunset. 

Any damage to forest area due to such up-gradation works shall be compensated by the 
implementing agency from the project cost. The extent of damage shall be assessed by the 
concerned Divisional Forest Officer. 

Any other condition to be stipulated by/Government of India/State Government/Principal 
Chief Conservator of Forests, Karnataka in the interest of conservation of forests.

In the letters No. FEE 298 FWL 2006, dt: 17-09-2007, 11-12-2007 and 20-03-2009 read at (1) 
above, Government has requested the Ministry of Environment and Forests, New Delhi to accord 
approval of the Government of India for capture and translocation of 25 wild elephants in Hassan District. 

2. In the letter dated : 07-11-2009 read at (2) above the Additional Principal Chief Conservator 
of Forests (Wildlife) and Chief Wildlife Warden of Karnataka has requested the approval of Ministry of 
Environment and Forests (Project Elephant), Government of India, New Delhi enclosing a detailed action 
plan for the capture and translocation of 25 wild elephants in Hassan District. 

3. In the letter dated : 04-12-2009 read at (3) above the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
(Project Elephant), Government of India, New Delhi have conveyed their approval under Section 11 of 
the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 to capture and translocate two wild elephants from Hassan district in 
the first phase and stated that this permission for capture and translocation is subject to following 
conditions in addition to what has already been proposed in the action plan of the State Government. 

a) A Committee consisting of State Forest Department representative, Dr. Ajai Desai, Member, 
Steering Committee, Project Elephant and a representative of the local NGO will identify the 
two problematic elephants to be captured in the first phase. 

b) The captured elephant should be radio-collared before being released in the wild so that they 
can be monitored. For collaring and monitoring, assistance of a research institute should be 
taken. 

c) Before carrying out capture of the two elephants, the exact location for its release in 
Bandipur or Nagarhole should be identified. 

d) For monitoring of the entire process of capture and release, Committee consisting of Dr. Ajay 
Desai, representative of the Wildlife Institute of India, Dehradun and Chief Wildlife Warden 
should be constituted. 

e) The permission for the capture of more elephants would be considered after successful 
implementation of this permission and after receipt of the preliminary Monitoring Report from 
the Institute engaged for the Monitoring purpose.

2. Allotment Committee Meeting Proceedings dated : 23-10-2009. 
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Preamble: 

In the letters read at (1) above, the Managing Director, Karnataka Renewable Energy 
Development Limited, Bangalore has recommended for allotment of 2.4 MW capacity mini hydel scheme 
in favour of M/s B&G Energy Private Limited across Tungabhadra river Sangapuram village, Gangavati 
Taluk, Koppal District. 

The proposal was placed before the allotment committee meeting held on 23-10-2009 and 
committee has recommended for allotment of 2.4 MW mini hydel scheme in favour of M/s B&G Energy 
Private Limited. Hence the following Order :- 

Government Order No. EN 235 NCE 2009, Bangalore, Dated : 19 th January 2010 

In the circumstances explained in the preamble, Government accords approval for allotment of 
2.4 MW capacity mini hydel scheme in favour of M/s B&G Energy Private limited across Tungabhadra 
river Sangapuram village, Gangavati Taluk, Koppal District (Weir-Latitude : 15°22’55” Longitude : 
76°32’30” Power House-Latitude : 15°23’51” Longitude : 76°33’21”) subject to the following conditions:- 

1 (a) This project should not affect the down stream and upstream projects. 

(b) The allottee shall execute an agreement with government within 45 days from the date of 
the capacity allotment order failing which the allotment order shall become automatically 
lapsed. The company will have to apply denovo for capacity allocation there being no 
obligation on the part of the Government to allot capacity and at the same site. There 
shall also be no refund of the application fee received by Karnataka Renewable Energy 
Development Limited, Bangalore. 

(c) Such an agreement on Rs. 400.00 Stamp Paper shall be routed through the managing 
Director, Karnataka Renewable Energy Development Limited, Bangalore who shall 
certify as to its correctness after due scrutiny. 

(d) Before executing the agreement the project developer shall deposit in advance with 
Karnataka Renewable Energy Development Limited, Bangalore the detailed project 
report (DPR) processing fee per MW as per the Government Order. 

2 (a) The project Developer shall obtain all statutory clearance from the respective 

authorities such as Water Resources Development Department, Karnataka Power 
Transmission Corporation Limited, Karnataka Power Corporation Limited, Karnataka 
State Pollution Control Board, Forest, Ecology & Environment Department, Revenue 
Department etc. Thereafter, the company shall prepare and submit Detailed Project 
Report to the Managing Director, Karnataka Renewable Energy Development Limited, 
Bangalore. 

(b) The Deposit amount payable by the project allottee to Karnataka Renewable Energy 
Development Limited, Bangalore shall be adjusted towards a Detailed Project Report 
Processing fee. 

3. The allottee shall achieve financial closure within six months from the date of technical 
clearance for the Detailed Project Report by Karnataka Renewable Energy Development 
Limited, Bangalore. 

4. The allottee shall take action to complete the project implementation within 24 months 
from the date of achieving financial closure. 

5. Failure to reach any of the project milestones specified in SI. No. 2,3,& 4 in the same 
order would constitute sufficient grounds to result in automatic cancellation of 
allotment.No. notice on this account will be given to the allottee. 

6 . The project Developer shall enter into a wheeling and Banking Agreement with 
Karnataka Power Transmission Corporation Limited (KPTCL) IN CASE OF SELLING 
POWER TO the third party and Power Purchase Agreement in case of KPTCL. 
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7. The allottee Company may seek full co-operation from the concerned Officers of the 
Government at the District and State level to ensure speedy completion of the project. 

8 . In the allotted site if any of the Governemnt Project comes up such as 
Hydel/Irrigation/Drinking Water Projects, the Government Projects will have priority and 
the developer should not claim any compensation. 

9. The Developer is wholly responsible for the objections raised by local people if any. 

10. The developer is wholly responsible for any submersion of the project from KPCL’s 
projects. 

11. The Government has reserved the power to Cancel/modify this Order. 

12. KREDL should examine the DPR after preparation by the developer, thereafter DPR 
should be submitted for technical clearance to KREDL. 

13. The company should obtain NOC from Hampi Pradikara.

1 am respectfully submitting that in the Joint Departmental 
Inquiry initiated against me and other Government 
servants, final orders are passed on different dates 
imposing different penalties. 1 am highly aggrieved by the 
order of punishment imposed on me by the Government 
of Karnataka in order No. DPAR 5 SEN 2001, Bangalore, 
dated: 3-05-2008, in which a sum of Rs. 2,29,385/- with 
interest is ordered to be recovered from me out of my 
retirement benefits and with-holding of Rs. 500.00 every 
month from the pension for a period of 2 years, without 
any basis. Hence, 1 am preferring this appeal on various 
counts mentioned hereunder and pray to set aside the 
order of punishment, which is arbitrary and does not 
stand for legal reasons. A copy of the order-dated 3-5- 
2008 is herewith enclosed. 

The contention of the appellant is 
not correct. The Order dated: 
03-05-2008 is legally valid. 
Penalty is imposed after 
examination of all facts of the 

case. 

Para 2 

Facts of the case: 

When 1 was working as Director of Treasuries, certain 
subordinate officers of the Treasury Department 

committed financial irregularities and as the Head of the 
Department, 1 have taken prompt steps visiting the Bank 
and proceeded with Disciplinary action, after filing 
complaint to the jurisdictional police. In fact, on 1-3-2001 
and 14-8-2001, 1 have forwarded the reports on the basis 
of which the special audit was ordered by the 
Government and the irregularities are found out. 
Strangely, wihtout appreciating my faithful duty to the 
Government show cause notice is issued against me on 
19-12-2003. 

There are six charges levelled against me. They are: 

i) That during the time, 1 was holding the post of 
Director of Treasuries, 1 refunded, certain 
amounts to the Loanees by issue of 9 cheques for 
Rs. 1,87,023/- violating Article, 15 of the 
“Karnataka Financial Code”. 

ii) That 1 have not ensured the 7 cheques for a sum 
of Rs. 1,32,473/- refunded to the Loanees by 
crossing the cheques and threby violating Article 
72(A) of ‘Karnataka Financial Code’. 

iii) That 1 have failed to supervise the work and 
maintenance of Accounts handled by subordinate 
Officers and Officials. 

iv) That during my period, a sum of Rs. 90,217.00 
has been refunded in 3 cases, by making wrong 
entries in the ledger accounts. 

v) That 1 failed to examine and confirm about the 
ledger entries resulting in manipulations and 
resulting wrong refund of huge amounts on the 
pretext of excess recovery. 

vi) That for the non-supervision on the subordinate 
officers and officials, it resulting in payment of Rs. 
51,348/- to the unconnected and fictitious people 
on the pretext of refund to the Loanees. 

Contention of the Applellant is 
not correct. He has violated the 
provisions of KFC ignored the 
procedures while making 

repayments, caused pecuniary 
and behaved in a way 
unbecoming of a Government 
Servant. Committed grave mis 
conduct. As the appellants acts 
were unfaithful to Government 
enquiry was indicated only after 
the charges 

Established primacie against the 
Appellant. 
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Para 3 

However, without any specific Government Order as to 
conducting of Joint Enquiry as contemplated under Rule 
13 of the K.C.S.(CC&A) Rules, 1957, a Joint Enquiry is 
started against me and others in which 1 have participated 
and defended myself. Ultimately, the Enquiry Authority 
submitted the Report on 20-4-2006 holding that the 
charges 3 to 6 made against me are not proved and 
charges No. 1. and 2 are proved. On receipt of 2 nd show 
cause notice dated: 10-05-2006. 1 have submitted a 
detailed explanation on 16-06-2006 explaining how the 
finding of the Enquiry Authority on the charge No. 1 and 2 
are not sustainable. In view of the charges 3 to 6 which 
are held to be not proved and they being basis for the 
reasoning on charges No. 1 and 2, the Enquiry Report 
does not stand for legal reasons. 

Joint enquiry was conducted by 
the Government against all the 
accused Government Officers as 
disciplinary authority and 

therefore no order under rule 13 
of CCA Rules was necessary. 
Other averments made in this 
para are not disputed. 

Para 4 

1 am respectfully submitting that before passing the 
impugned punishment order, one of the charge sheeted 
employees Sri Jayanna who worked as Joint Director, 
has been imposed with a minor penalty of ‘censure’ in 
order dated: 17-7-2007. Sri Jayanna who was also a 
responsible Higher Officer working as Joint Director is 
also charged with certain similar charges and out of five 
charges, two charges are held to be proved. Since, it is a 
Joint inquiry, there cannot be different punishments 
imposed on the similarly situated delinquent employees 
under the decision reported in ‘State of U.O. V/s Rajpal 
Singh’ [2002 (2) S.C.S.L.J Page 60]’. 1 made another 
reply on 27-10-2002 to the Government requesting not to 
impose different punishments. However, the disciplinary 
authority without proper application of mind passed the 
impugned order upon me under Rule 214 of the KCSRs 
after my retirement on 31-10-2004. The order imposed is 
unjust, arbitrary and liable to set aside. 

The quantum of penalty will be 
decided taking into account the 
gravity of the charge proved, role 
of the each AGO in the 

misconduct, the degree of 
responsibility fixed on each AGO 
in the enquiry report. It cannot be 
argued that common penalty 
should be imposed on all AGOs 
against whom charges are 
proved. 

Para 5 

There is no specific statutory order passed by the 
Government, in compliance with the Rule 13 of the KCS 
(CCA) Rules, 1957 and there is no Joint Inquiry permitted 
and initiated by the Government as to conducting of any 
Joint Inquiry against me and charge sheeted employees. 
In the circumstances, the way it is required to be held but 
that was actually held there is no joint inquiry as per Rule 
13 at all and the present punishment imposed is liable to 
be set aside on the ground of violation of the mandate of 
Rule 13 of the KCS (CC&A) Rules 1957. 

It is submitted that the Hon’ble Supreme Court in 
“Haresh Dayaram Thakur Vs State of Maharastra and 
Others” reported in (2000) 6 SCC 179 and “K. 
Dhananjaya Reddy Vs State of Karnataka” reported in 
(2001) 4 SCC 9 has observed that where a Rule 
prescribes certain procedure, that procedure has to be 
scrupulously followed. Hence, in view of the law laid down 
by the Hon’ble Supreme Court as stated above, the 
violation of the mandate of Rule 13 of the KCS (CC&A) 
rules 1957 as for making an order for Joint inquiry is 
evident. Infact the whole proceedings conducted by the 
Inquiry Authority which is accepted by the Disciplinary 
Authority have become void and cannot be acted upon. 

Contention of the Appellant is not 
Correct. The Government has 
functioned as disciplinary 

authority in this case. Charges 
are served on all the AGOs by 
Government. The reply 

submitted by them has been 
examined at Government level. 
Order appointing enquiry 

authority is issued by 

Government. Examination of 
AGOs reply to 2 nd show cause 
notice has to be done by 
Government and finally penalty 
order was also issued at 
Government level. As there has 
been no delegation of power by 
Government, there has been no 
need to issue any order under 
rule 13 of CCA Rules. 
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Thus, the proceedings of inquiry conducted by the 
authorities without acquiring power to hold the inquiry 
have become null and viod in the absence of an order by 
the Government. In the absence of Government order 
directing as to who should function as Disciplinary 
Authority in the common proceedings and as to whether 
the procedure specified in Rule 11 and 11(A) or Rule 12 
should be followed in the common proceedings cannot 
constitute any basis for imposing punishment(s) against 
me. Hence, the impugned order of the Disciplinary 
Authority dated: 3-05-2008 is unsustainable in the eye of 
law and is liable to be set aside. 


Para 6 

The charges levelled against me, while 1 was working as 
Director of Treasuries are not specific direct charges. 
Since 1 was a Head of the Department of Treasuries, 1 
was charge sheeted in the capacity of Supervisor 
Authority. There are 6 charges levelled against me and 
there is no direct charge or any charge of 

misappropriation of Government Money against me. It is 
only because 1 was the Head of the Department, 1 have 
been included in the inquiry which is not correct. Further 
more, like me, one of the Joint Directors namely Sri 
Jayanna is also charge sheeted in the capacity of 
Supervisory Authority. There are five charges levelled 
against Sri Jayanna out of which two only are held to be 
proved in the inquiry. It is also to be noted by your 
kindself that under the Govt. Order No. 

DPAR.5.SEN.2001, dated 17-7-2007, as against the 
findings of the Enquiry Authority, it is held by the 
disciplinary authority that even though Sri Jayanna has 
approved some cheques earlier, “he also alone cannot be 
made liable.” Because those cheques are written by 
AGO-3, signed by AGO-1 and since have been forwarded 
through AGO-2 viz., Sri Jayanna and hence, the charges 
cannot be held proved. Therefore, Sri Jayanna is held to 
be not directly liable for irregularities. There is dereliction 
found in the supervisory capacity of Jayanna. Since, Sri 
Jayanna subsequently pointed out the discrepancies and 
that since he has tried to stop further irregularity Sri 
Jayanna is imposed with a mildest minor penalty of only 
“censure” under Rule 8(ii). But in my case even though 1 
am also similarly situated as supervisor officer than Sri. 
Jayanna and even after my requests to treat me also 
similarly, recovery of huge money is ordered in my case. 
This is nothing but arbitrary and discriminatory penalty 
imposed on me by the disciplinary authority. In any joint 
inquiry different punishments cannot be imposed, no 
similarly situated Government employees as was held in 
the case of State of U.P. Vs Raj Pal Singh - reported in 
2002(2) SC-(SLJ) page 60. 

An extract of relevant paragraph of the judgement in the 
said case is furnished hereunder for quick reference: 

* * * * * 

“.The High Court come to the conclusion that the 

charges and the delinquency being the same and 
identical and all the employees having been served with a 
set of charges out of the same incident, there was no 

Contention of the appellant is not 
correct. He is directly involved in 
the misconduct which has 
resulted in causing pecuniary 
loss to Government. Improper 
exercise of financial power, 
Exhibiting negligence in issuing 
cheques is all violation by Article 
15 of KFC. Therefore the enquiry 
is properly initiated. The 
appellants’ responsibility and 
accountability is more than that 
of Sri Jayanna. Gravity of the 
charges proved will be taken into 
consideration, while deciding 
penality. Appellant himself has 
quoted that the cheques are 
written by AGO-3 and signed by 
AGO-3, The AGO-2 was 
supervisor between two. He has 
BAS role to play. Therefore, he is 
ensured. This would not create a 
right on the appellant to contend 
that different penalty is imposed 
on similarly situated Government 
Employees, Penalty imposed on 
the appellant commensurate with 
the gravity of the charges 
proved. 
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justifiable reason to pass different order (sic) of dismissal 
cannot be sustained. The High Court consequently set 
aside the order of dismissal and directed stoppage of five 
increments in case of the respondent as was the order in 
case of some other Assistant Warders. The High Court 
further directed that the delinquent respondent would be 
paid only 50% of back wages. It is this order of the High 
Court which is the subject matter of challenge in this 
appeal. It is contended on behalf of the appellants that 
once the charges have been held to be established, it 
was not appropriate for the High Court to interfere with 
the quantum of punishment and judged from the stand¬ 
point, the order of the High Court cannot be sustained. In 
support of the said contention, reliance is placed on the 
decision of this court in B.C. Chaturvedi V. UOI and 
others, JT 1995 (8) SC 65 and Secretary to 
Government, Home Department and others Vs Sri 
Vaikundatham, JT 1998 (8) SC 470. Though, on 
principle the ratio in aforesaid cases would ordinarily 
apply, but in the case in hand, the High Court appears to 
have considered the nature of charges levelled against 
the 5 employees who stood charged on account of the 
incident that happened in the same day and then the 
High Court come to the conclusion that since the gravity 
of charges was the same, it was not open for the 
disciplinary authority to impose different punishment for 
different delinquents. The reasoning’s given by the High 
Court cannot be faulted with since the State is not above 
to indicate as to any difference in the delinquency and 
once charges are established to award of punishment, 
would be discriminatory. In this view of the matter, we see 
no infirmity with the impugned order requiring out 
interference under Article 136 of the Constitution”. 

* * * * * 


When compared to Sri Jayanna and as represented in my 
representations dated 16-06-2006 and 27-10-2007 made 
to the Principal Secretary to Government, DPAR the 
punishment imposed on me in the impugned order is 
highly disproportionate, discriminatory and liable to be set 
aside. 


Para 7 


It is important note here that the basis of rationale behind 
the arrival of specific amount of Rs. 2,29,385,00 ordered 
to be recovered from me, is not forthcoming either in the 
Inquiry report or in the punishment order. The mentioning 
of recovery of that amount has no profound basis and it is 
just arbitrary one. The reason or purpose in fixing of a 
particular amount on me is absent throughout inquiry and 
there is no rationale or object to be achieved in it. When 
the basis charges leveled in charge Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6 are 
held to be not proved against me, the Inquiry authority 
should have held that charges No. 1 and 2 which are 
interdependent on other factors included in charges No. 3 
to 6 are also not proved. In this regard, the inquiry report 
is defective, not based on evidence and liable to be 
rejected. (Relief on Kuldeep Singh Vs. Commissioner 
of Police AIR 1999 SC 677). Therefore, the punishment 
order is also liable to be set aside. 


Contention of the applicant is not 
correct. The amount of excess 
payment, wrong payment made 
by the appellant is clearly 
indicated in each and every 
charge by the inquiry officer in 
every charge. The amount 
involved in charges which are 
proved is calculated and the 
amount of loss to Government is 
arrived. The other averments 
made by the appellant are 
denied. 
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Para 8 


In any Inquiry, the burden of proving the charges levelled 
against any delinquent Government servant always lies 
on the Disciplinary Authority. It is not for the delinquent to 
absolve himself from the charge as field in the case of 
Sachidananda Singh Vs UOI reported in 1989 (2) SC - 
SLR page 318. The report on charge No. 1 made by the 
Inquiry Authority is not sustainable as to the report that I 
am not able to establish the authority to make refund of 
amounts. The charge is that the 9 cheques are issued 
without authority. But the authority as to refund, as a head 
of the department is not proved. No document or oral 
evidence is adduced to prove that I have no authority to 
refund the excess amount paid, if any, Article 15 of KFC 
lays down the canons of financial propriety. It does not 
relate to HDFC accounts. Those HDFC accounts are 
maintained in accordance with the instructions issued 
from time to time. In the entire inquiry, no orders 
prohibiting refund of excess amounts recovered have 
been produced or marked. No witness has deposed that 
AGO-1 has no power to issue cheques for refund of 
excess amount recovered. I have acted upon only on the 
basis of files put up by junior officers who are also 
responsible cadre servants of the Government. Hence, in 
the absence of clear proving of charge No. 1 and in the 
absence of any evidence both oral and documentary, the 
charge No. 1 could not be held as proved. The finding on 
charge No. 1 is therefore without evidence and not 
sustainable. 

In the absence of oral and documentary evidence, the 
charge cannot be held to be proved (Relied on BWSSB 
Vs Dr. T.K.P. Gowda - IRL 1193 Kar. 278 and B.B. 
Bhargivavar Vs Hubli Dharwad Municipal Corporation 
- ILR 200 Kar. 1273). An extract of para 14 of the 
Judgement in ILR 1993 Kar 278 is furnished hereunder 
for quick reference: 

* * * * * 


Contention of the appellant is not 
correct. All procedure is to be 
followed while dealing with the 
financial transactions. Appellant 
cannot claim exemptions from 
following KFC on the ground of 
transacting HDFC money. No 
such exemption is given to any 
one. The procedure for sanction 
of HDFC loan for House building 
purpose is evolved and 
streamlined by the Government. 
Special duty is cast on the 
Director of Treasuries to perform 
entire functions regarding 
disbursement and clearance of 
House Building Advances 
through HDFC. All aspects of the 
case are discussed in detail by 
the inquiry officer during enquiry 
and while preparing enquiry 
report Citation relied on by the 
Appellant do not apply to this 
case. 


“14. It is necessary to point out here that under Rule 
11(14) of KCS (CC&A) Rules, it is provided that on the 
date fixed for inquiry oral and documentary evidence by 
which the articles of charge are proposed to be proved 
shall be produced by or on behalf of the Disciplinary 
Authority. It is also provided therein that the witnesses 
shall be examined by or on behalf of the Presenting 
Officer and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the 
Government Servant and the Presenting Officer shall be 
entitled to re-examine the witnesses on any points on 
which they have been cross-examined, but not on any 
new matter without the leve of the Inquiry Authority. It will 
suffice if it is stated here that statements of any of the 
witnesses have not been recorded. In fact with a view to 
see as to whether statement of any of the witnesses has 
been recorded by the Inquiring Authority, we wanted to 
have the original records and Sri Subba Rao, Learned 
Council appearing for the appellant has made available 
the said records and on going through the records we find 
that no statements as such are available. Sri Subba Rao, 
Learned Counsel however tried to plug the look hole by 
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submitting that there is a reference in the course of the 
Inquiry Report to the summary of the statements of 
different witnesses. However, it is needless to state that 
the statements are required to be recorded as per the 
mandatory provisions referred to in Rule 11(14) of the 
KCS (CC&A) Rules. Merely summarizing the say of the 
witnesses in the Report after making a mental note of the 
same will not meet the mandatory requirements of Rule 

11 (4) of the aforesaid rules. It will not even give an idea to 
the higher forum as to how those statements read. 
Further an opportunity is required to be given to the 
delinquent official to cross-examine the witnesses and 
such cross-examination will have to be directed with 
reference to the statements given by the witnesses. If the 
statements of the witnesses are not recorded by the 
Inquiring Authority it is needless to say that the 
opportunity to the delinquent official to cross-examine the 
witnesses is also rendered futile. It is therefore clear that 
failure to follow the procedure has vitiated the inquiry with 
the result, the proceedings before the Disciplinary 
Authority culminating in the order of dismissal also stands 
vitiated”. 

* * * * * 

In this regard, the final written argument filed by me 
dated: 1-7-2005, in the inquiry may kindly be observed by 
your kind Excellency. 


Para 9 

The charge No. 2 is about absence of clerical work which 
is failure to cross the cheques before issue of the same, 
in 7 cases. Preparing of cheques and issue of them are 
the duty of the subordinate employee AGO-3. The 
drawing Officer will not prepare cheques. Hence, the 
charge itself being not applicable to the higher officer like 
me, the very framing of charge No. 2 against me, is 
perverse and does not stand to legal reasons. None of 
the witnesses examined deposed against me, that is 
AGO-1. By initiating proper actions of suspension and 
police complaint against the AGO-3, 1 have discharged 
my capacity as Supervisory authority, for which charge 
sheet should not have been issued. In fact, Sri. Jayanna 
the Joint Director is also similar person, against whom, no 
recovery is ordered, but it is only against me the recovery 
of money is ordered. There is discrimination by the 
disciplinary authority in treatment of equal persons. Those 

7 cheques mentioned in charge No. 2 are never produced 
or marked in the inquiry. When there is no evidence, the 
charge cannot be held to be proved (Relied on Kuldeep 
Singh V/s Commissioner of Police (1999) 2 SCC 10). 
The responsibility of AGO-3, as to writing and crossing of 
cheques cannot be shifted to me and finding on the 
Inquiry Officer in this regard is a wrong finding and is not 
supported by any cogent reason. There is no doubt that 
writing or issuing of cheques after crossing them is the 
work of subordinates, and no my work. The cheques 
could be crossed by concerned case worker, before issue 
of the same, and it is not my duty. As a Head of the 
Department no one can expect that 1 should ensure the 
clerical work of crossing of cheques, a simple clerical 
work is tried to be shifted as if it is my responsibility, 

Contention of the Appellant is not 
correct. Charge No. 2 involves a 
serious lapse involving all the 
AGOs. It is not disputed that 
reimbursement. It is clearly 
prescribed in Article 72(a) of KFC 
that all cheques drawn in favour 
of Government Servant should 
invariably crossed. When such is 
the statutory position, the 
appellant as a signatory to the 
cheque was duty bound to 
confirm the cheque is crossed. 
AGOs who have written the 
cheque as well as the Appellant 
are all responsible. The 
Appellant cannot shirk the 
responsibility. Non establishing 
of charges 3 to 6 cannot be 
linked to charges 1 and 2 
because each charge is 
examined on the basis of 
available evidences. 
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which is not correct. Once the other Officer Sri. Jayanna 
is held to be not responsible, 1 cannot be made 
responsible; since 1 was the Head of the Department and 
Superior Officer. Therefore the finding of the inquiry 
authority as to charge No. 1 and 2 is perverse. The 
Inquiry Authority has failed to evaluate the evidence in 
this regard as there is no evidence at all in this regard. 
The disciplinary authority never appreciated the 
explanations submitted in letter dated: 16-6-2006. The 
reply to the 2 nd show cause notice given by me is not 
appreciated, observed or considered by the authority 
before passing the order. 1 have mentioned several 
contentions in the reply dated: 16-6-2006 and requested 
again in letter dated: 27-10-2007. But the disciplinary 
authority has failed to evaluate, observe or has gone 
through. It is just a simple reference made in the order 
and no reasoning is forthcoming in the punishment order 
(Relied on M.D.ECIL, Hyderabad Vs Karunakaran, B- 
AIR 1994 SC 1074). Therefore, the impugned order 
cannot be held as a Speaking Order. In the absence of 
both oral and documentary evidence in the Inquiry, as to 
signing of 7 cheques by me the second charge cannot be 
held to be proved against me. Even though there are 
twenty witnesses examined and 50 documents produced 
for Disciplinary Authority in the Inquiry, there is no 
statement made by any of the witnesses against me. 
There is no Government Order produced and marked to 
proved the system of handling HDFC finance matters. In 
the inquiry, it is observed that the investigation is carried 
out by Sri. Balasubramanyam at my instance. My 
contention of filing police complaint is never disputed. The 
Inquiry Authority clearly finds that is it not my 
responsibility to go into verification of wrong Entries, to 
check each and every noting and drafting of the 
subordinates. In the punishment order also, it is wrongly 
held that 1 have admitted the wrong payment of amount. 
This wrong finding is based on extraneous notes made by 
the Inquiry authority and it is an extraneous matter just 
narrated by Inquiry authority by surmise. There is no 
reliance of deposition of any witness while anwering 
charge No. 1 and 2 by the Inquiry authority. The finding 
on charge No. 2 is therefore baseless. “Extraneous 
matters” cannot be considered in the Inquiry as held in 
the case of State of A.P. Vs S.N. Nizamuddin Alikhan 
reported in AIR 1976 SC Page 1964. There is a clear 
finding of the Inquiry Authority while observing charge No. 

4 of the AGO-3 that she was clearly responsible for the 
violation of issuing uncrossed cheques and if it is so, 
Inquiry Authority cannot find fault with me in regard to 
crossing of cheques. There is contrary of assessment of 
findings by the Inquiry Authority. Charge No. 2 is found to 
be proved only on assumptions and presumptions. 
Hence, the findings of the Inquiring Authority deserves to 
be rejected (Relied on D. Murulidhar Vs Central Bank 
of India - 2005 AIT. Kant. HCR 344). The Inquiry 
Authority clearly held that charge No. 3 to 6 are not 
proved as against me. Since the findings on charge No. 3 
to 6 are accepted by the Disciplinary Authority, there is no 
need of explaining or convincing about charges No. 3 to 6 
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in this appeal. However, so as to analyse the findings on 
charges No. 1 and 2, it is better to observe the clear 
findings made by the Inquiry Authority on charges No. 3 
to 6. When charges Nos. 3 to 6 are held to be not proved, 
the charges No. 1 and 2 based on other charges cannot 
held to be proved. 


Para 10 

Infact, there was no necessity to initiate disciplinary 
proceedings against me when 1 was working as Head of 
the Department. It is on my complaint dated: 20-2-2001, a 
police investigation is conducted. As a Director, by letter 
dated: 1-3-2001 a report is given to the Government 
based on which AGO-3 was suspended and ultimately 
even in Inquiry, Smt. Jalajakshi is held to be responsible 
for many irregularities. Therefore, your kind Excellency 
may find that for the faithful work of the Government and 
my honesty, 1 am included In the Disciplinary 
proceedings. However, since 1 was working as a Director 
of Treasuries, 1 was one of the relevant witnesses, but 
can never be an accused. 1 have been included in the 
Inquiry at the fag end of my service, just to harass me in 
the retired life. There is no charge of any misappropriation 
of Government funds against me. 1 am intentionally fixed 
in the Inquiry without justifiable reasons and therefore 
punishment order is liable to be set aside. The Inquiry 
was started on 28-1-2004 and 1 have retired from service 
on 31-10-2004. Under the circumstances, the Inquiry 
against me itself is perverse and 1 am very much suffering 
in the retired life without getting any financial benefits due 
to my retirement. 1 am deprive of completion of my 
responsibility in the life towards my dependents. Now, 
there is an order of recovery of huge amount from my 
retirement benefits and also pension. If the impugned 
order allowed to be implemented, 1 will be put to great 
injustice, financial loss as well as mental agony which 
cannot be compensated in any terms. 1 have worked in 
the Government with all honesty in my entire service and 
there is no adverse remark in my service. If the above 
wrongful punishment order is not set aside, 1 will be put to 
unnecessary and avoidable mental agony. 

Contention of the Appellant is not 
correct. When he himself is a 
party to the negligence, 
dereliction of duty resulting in 
wrong payment, he cannot claim 
to be innocent stating that he 
submitted report to Government, 
he lodged Police Complaint. 

Para 11 

1 further beg to submit that the Hon’ble High Court of 
Karnataka in M. Munivenkatappa Vs The State of 
Karnataka and Others (ILR 2007 Kar. 626) has held 
thus; 

“17. Finally the respondent’s endeavour to sustain the 
argument that a conjoint reading of Rule 8 (iv) of the 
Karnataka Civil Services (Classification, Control and 
Appeal) Rules, 1957 and Rule 214 of the Karnataka Civil 
Services Rules would enable the second respondent to 
recover any pecuniary loss to the Corporation, on account 
of an ex-employee’s misconduct, from pensionary or 
terminal benefits due to him cannot be accepted. The 
express language of the Rules cannot be read in the 
fushion as suggested, only in order to enable the second 
respondent to recover the sums due from an employee 
who is no longer in service. This would result in this court 
clothing the second respondent with a power that is not 
expressly provided under the Rules. In the absence of a 
clear and categorical Rule under which such power could 

In this para the citation quoted by 
the Appellant would not apply to 
this case. In the case relied on 
by the Appellant the power of the 
Corporation to recover loss from 
its ex-employees terminal 

benefits under rules applicable to 
Government servants is 

examined. But in the instant case 
the appellant is a Government 
servant for whom these rules 
apply in Toto. Therefore, the 
case has no relevance here. 
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be exercised, it is for the respondent to have recource to 
a civil suit for recovered of money. The second 
respondent is therefore no justified in with-holding the 
pensionary benefits or proceeding to recover any 
amounts found due by recourse to an involved 
interpretation of the existing Rules. The petition deserves 
to be allowed in this regard”. 

“18. Accordingly the petition is allowed. Annexure-K’ is 
quashed in so far as it relates to the petitioner. The 
respondents shall release the retirement benefits due to 
the petitioner within a period of six weeks from the date of 
receipt of a certified copy of this order”. 


Para 12 

Relying on the ratio decided by the Hon’ble High Court of 
Karnataka in the case mentioned above, the impugned 
order dated: 3-5-2008 passed by the Government 
directing recovery from the pensionary benefits and the 
reduction in pension is unsustainable in the eye of law 
and is thus liable to be set aside. 

The order dated: 3-5-2008 is in 
accordance with Law. It is legally 
valid. 

Para 13 

Therefore, the hands of justice, it requires that the 
punishment order imposed by the disciplinary authority be 
declared as null and void by setting aside the same at the 
hands of your kind Excellency. 

Remarks furnished to above para 
hold good here also.

I have considered the appeal petition submitted under rule 18 of KCS (CCA) Rules, 1957 by Sri 
K.K. Nayak, Retired Director of Treasuries against the Government Order No. DPAR 5 SEN 2001, dated: 
3 rd May, 2008 imposing the penalty of recovery of Rs. 2,29,385/- with 8% interest being the loss caused 
to Government attributable to him and withholding of Rs. 500/- from his pension for a period of 2 (two) 
years, in the light of the contention raised in the appeal petition and on perusal of the connected inquiry 
and appeal records. 

The charges framed against the A.G.O. that while he was working as Director of treasuries had 
sanctioned refund of Rs. 1,87,000/- House Building Advance from HDFC Account to the loanees without 
authority and issued open cheques for a total amount of Rs. 1,32,473/- to individual persons in seven 
cases without crossing them with “Account Payee” seal, in violation of Article 74 (A) of the KFC 1957, 
have been proved in the inquiry. 

The contentions of the appellant that joint enquiry was conducted without specific Government 
Order and that the other DGOs. are not punished equally and that there are no direct charge of 
misappropriation against him and no documents/evidence are adduced to prove his involvement in the 
case, etc., do not merit consideration. 

In the circumstances, after duly considering the entire matter, I dismiss the appeal petition and 
uphold the orders of the Disciplinary Authority.

Sub: Security preparedness - Related procedure -reg 

Preamble: 

Whereas terrorism has become a scourge that afflicts almost every part of the country and no 
major city is immune from it. 

Whereas terrorists have targeted some of the vital economic and technological installations 
across the country causing enormous damage to the nation’s economy as well as to the morale of the 
people. 

Whereas serious acts of terrorism have been reported from different parts of Karnataka and 
terrorists of various hues and denominations have been apprehended from within the state. 
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And Whereas numerous defence and scientific installations, which are critical to the nation’s 
security and progress, are located in Bangalore City. 

Wherefore, it has become imperative for the Government to take all steps that are necessary for 
preventing such incidents and situations and for dealing with all acts of terrorism. It is also extremely 
essential to put in place systems that will deal with situations of the kind mentioned above in an efficient, 
well orchestrated and effective manner. 

It is therefore, decided to lay down the following procedures, which will facilitate such operations. 

Hence the following : 

Government Order NO HD 118 SST 2009, Bangalore, Dated 21-01-2010 

1) In the event of any bomb blast or terrorist act being reported from any part of the State, it shall be 
the primary duty and responsibility of the unit officer, viz., Commissioner of Police or District 
Superintendent of Police, as the case may be, to inform the Director General of Police, the 
Additional Director General of Police, (Internal Security), the Addl. Director General of Police, 
Law & Order, ADGP, Intelligence, IGP, ATC (Operations), apart from the range Inspectors 
General of Police concerned. Further it shall be the responsibility of the ADG, Intelligence, to 
inform the Hon’ble Chief Minister, the Hon’ble Home Minister, the Chief Secretary, Additional 
Chief Secretary/Principal Secretary, Home Dept., as well as the Principal Secretary to Chief 
Minister. 

2) Until such time that the ADG (Internal Security) IGP, ATC (operations) or any officer nominated 
by the ADGP, (Internal Security) takes over the operation, it shall be the responsibility of the unit 
officer to control the situation and deal with it in a manner that will cause the least damage to 
public life and property. The ADGP ( Internal Security) or the IGP, ATC (operations) or any other 
officer nominated by the ADG Internal Security, shall immediately summon such Commando 
Teams or other forces that are necessary by contacting ADGP, KSRP or IGP, KSRP. 

3) Depending to the intensity and magnitude of the problem,the DGP may summon the required 
number of NSG Commando Teams by contacting the DG, NSG or the required number of 
Military Commando Teams by contacting the Commander, Karnataka & Goa Sub-Area or other 
officers if necessary. He will also be at liberty to requisition the required number of such 
personnel from any of the CPMFs that can provide the same. 

4) Once the operational command is taken over by the IGP, ATC (Operations) or the officer 
nominated by the ADG (Internal Security), the Unit Officer viz, Commisioner of Police or the 
District Superintendent of Police concerned, shall continue to assist the IGP, ATC (Operations) 
with all necessary logistics support in terms of manpower, materials., etc., In addition it shall be 
the responsibility of the Unit Officer concerned to alert all the concerned hospitals to be on 
standby and provide the required number of ambulances and Medical Relief Teams etc. It shall 
also be his responsibility to make all necessary bandobust and traffic arrangements around the 
scene of operations with a view to preventing any melee or disorder and to ensure smooth flow 
of traffic. The RMO or the other hospital authorities shall make necessary emergency 
arrangements to cater to the needs of a large number of casualties. 

5) The IGP, ATC (Operations) or any officer nominated by the ADG (Internal Security) shall 
requisition the services of required number of Fire Fighters, Home Guards, Civil Defence 
Volunteers and enlist the services of NGO’s as and when required. He shall also alert the 
Director of Health and Family Welfare or the senior most officer of the Department based at 
Bangalore or the District Headquarters as the case may be. He shall also alert the officials of the 
Power Supply Company to ensure that there is uninterrupted power supply and also to 
disconnect power supply if and when required. In such an event, it shall be the duty of the 
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concerned department officials to extend all possible assistance to the Police and also to 
nominate a senior officer of the department as the Liaison Officer who shall be available at all 
times until after a formal declaration, of the operation being over, is made. 

6) The Unit Officer shall nominate a Liaison Officer who shall be able to provide food, water, etc., to 
the security personnel who are involved in the operations as well as to the victims and hostages 
if any. 

7) The Unit Officer shall keep the Control Room posted of all information related to the operation. 
Similarly it is his responsibility to inform the relatives of the victims and co-ordinate the 
hospitalisation of the victims and other related needs. 

8) The Unit Officer shall provide adequate security to the Hospitals where the injured persons are 
admitted, so that the hospitals can function without interruption. 

9) The Unit Officers shall alert the Heads of all the various sensitive installations as well as big 
Hotels and Market Places where large number of people gather. Particular attention should be 
paid to hotels which attract nationals of certain countries whom the terrorists often target. 

10) The Heads of departments or the authorities concerned shall recall from leave all personnel who 
are relevant to the above mentioned operations. 

11) The Director General & Inspector General of Police is empowered to requisition the services of 
Aircraft/ Helicopter at short notice for transporting men and material to the scene of operations as 
well as to shift injured persons from such scenes. The cost of hiring shall be met out of police 
funds. 

12) The Unit Officers shall also make available to public all information relating to victims and their 
addresses and the latest developments. 

13) The Director General & Inspector General of Police shall from time to time brief the media on the 
latest developments and /or authorise any officer of his choice to do the same if he is engaged in 
operations. 

14) The Director General & Inspector General of Police shall conduct two or more mock drills in a 
year and at least one of them should be held in Bangalore city. All the departments and officials 
concerned shall extend all the necessary support and full co-operation for this purpose . The cost 
of the mock drills shall be met out of police funds. 

15) The Unit Officers concerned are advised to modify their Internal Security Schemes in such a 
manner as to bring them in conformity with the procedure laid down in this Government Order.

Preamble: 

Reservation to physically handicapped candidates in Post Graduate Medical/Dental seats is 
examined in detail. All these years, the Reservation to physically handicapped was given in seats in 
Government Colleges and Government Aided Colleges as per section 39 of the persons with Disabilities 
(Equal Opportunities, Protection of Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995. The Government of 
Karnataka have examined the matter thoroughly with connected records and issued this orders. 

Government Order No. HFW 104 MPS 2009, Bangalore Dated 27-01-2010. 

The Reservation in Post Graduate seats is extended to Government quota in Private Unaided 
Dental Colleges surrendered to Government for allotment through PGET in pursuance to High Court 
Order dated 03-08-2009 in W.P.No. 18261/2009 with immediate effect. 

The High Court Order dated 03-08-2009 in W.P.No. 18261/2009 reads as follows. “The 

respondent shall consider the case of the petitioner and decide if she is entitled for allotment of a seat 
under the ‘Physically Handicapped’ category by applying 3% reservation on the basis of her merit. If it is 
found that the petitioner is entitled for a seat and would have been allotted a seat under ‘Physically 
Handicapped’ category had the reservation to this category been made applicable to the current year, 
then a seat shall be allotted to her in the next academic year.” 

Dr. S.J. Rajalakshmi’s case is viewed in this background. The total PG Dental seats in 
Government Colleges will be 11 and the Government quota seats in Private Unaided Dental Colleges will 
be 158 for the year 2009-10. Since the total Government seats and Government quota seats is 169, the 
PH quota at 3% is 5.07. If that criteria is considered, the ranking of Dr. S.J. Rajalakshmi in PGET stands 
5 th . She would be eligible for admission to PG Dental seat. Hence 6 seats given out of 169 seats to PH 
quota for the year 2009-10. Dr. S.J. Rajalakshmi, BDS shall be given MDS seat during 2010-11 in 
compliance to High Court Order dated 03-08-2009 in W.P.No. 18261/2009.

Preamble: 

1. Sri K.P. Pandey, assumed the Office as Chairman Karnataka Electricity Regulatory 
Commission on 15.12.2004 and retired on 14.12.2009 after completing five years of service in the 
Commission. 

2. As per Rule 6 (6) of Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission (Chairman and other 
members remuneration, allowance and conditions of service) Rules, amended from time to time, H.E. the 
Governor of Karnataka is the competent authority for granting pension to the Chairman and other 
members of the Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission.
